Hold- 
ing as they do‘the administration of 
the civil law, and having alresdy the 
power to license the liquor traffic it 
would seem reasonable that with the 
provinces might well be placed the 
power to prohibit. Té the provinces 
had the power, and if the vote cast 
meant what it said, there is no ques- 
tion that prohibition could be had at 
once in Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Manitoba, 
and possibly in Ontario and in the 
Northwest Territories, as well. On 
the other hand if the power is retain- 
ed in the hands of the federal author- 
ity, aside from the plain declaration 
on behalf of the present govornment, 
and the lack of any counter declara- 
tion by the opposition, the circum- 
stances place the attainment of 
national prohibition either very far 
in the future or would make it of a 
very unsatisfactory compromise char- 
acter. An amendment to the British 
North America act would be needed 
to place the matter absolutely in the 
control of the provinces, but if this is 
practicable in the case of senate 
reform and a practical way of attain- 
ing the object aimed at, it would be 
just as practicable and practical for 
the placing of the prohibitory power 
in the hands of the provinces. Na- 
tional prohibition would be ideal, but 
is at present unattainable. Provincial 
prohibition would not be ideal, but 
would be substantial, and on the 
evidence of the recent vote, is attain- 
able. Is prohibition to wait for the 
ideal or to accept the practical ?
